VICTORY IN MEMPHIS 


Well, it was said, “‘all good 
things must come to an end!” 
Surely, to the relief of Bishop J. 
O. Patterson, Sr. and the ASU 


Task Force, the rallies are 


finally over and “Thank God”. 
August 1, 1986 signaled the end 
of the greatest financial ingath- 
ering our church has ever wit- 
nessed. Nearly 3 million dollars 
were collected and more is com- 
ing in, in support of All Saints 
University. Every ASU rally was 
its own unique and beautiful 
event to behold. The hard work 
of the area chairmen and their 
committees proved to character- 
ize the level of support the saints 
have for the dream. Bishop 
Patterson has commented on the 
lovely hospitality each area has 
accorded the task force. After 19 
rallies, which crossed the coun- 
try in less than two months, one 
can appreciate their feelings 
about number 20. It all came to 
an end in Memphis, August 1, 
1986, in beautiful spacious Pen- 
tecostal Temple Institutional 
Church of God in Christ. 


The task force headed up by the 
presiding bishop himself came 
into Memphis eager to hear the 
final report. The night before 
they were in New Orleans, La., 
and collected $314,000.00. In 


Memphis the air was filled with 
anticipation. Several bishops 
from jurisdictions and many 
representatives came from 
around the country for the final 
rally. Everyone was poised for 
the great event and now you can 


relive the excitement because 
the Whole Truth was there! 


The rally was called to order by 
Bishop H. J. Bell and the reading 
of Psalms 146. The nearly 2,500 
saints sang the hymn “His Name 
Should be Praised” and the Lord 
was certainly good to his people, 
as the spiritual rain fell. Bishop 
Roy L. H. Winbush addressed 
the congregation and informed 
the crowd that rally 20 had to 
be in Memphis. ASU would be 
built here and the rally was 
symbolic of things to come. 


The host bishop for the final 
rally was Bishop T. T. Scott but 
the whole nation came to cele- 
brate. Dr. Mattie Clark and 
daughter, Twinkie were on the 
job as usual. Of course they did 
nothing less than fantastic! The 
great mass choir which sang 
that night was composed of the 
Headquarters Jurisdictional 
Choir, Arkansas No. 1 Choir and 
the Central Tennessee Choir. 


Each choir sang one selection 
and the rest of the evening 
worked in concert, providing 
euphonic music. 


Some of the most exhilarating 
moments were spent watching 
the ASU cheerleading squads 
perform. Headquarters Jurisdic- 
tion had its State Sunshine Band 
march and the Purity Cheerlead- 
ers in full operation. Bishop 
Ward bused in a large group of 
lively youth to cheer on the 
effort. St. Louis’ finest were out 
in number. Both groups were 
equipped with signs, pompoms 
and plenty jubilant cheers. 
These youth literally thrilled the 
saints. 


Bro. Robert Rudolph, the winner 
of UNAC’s oratorical competi- 
tion presented his inspiring 
award winning statement about 
youth and the church. His being 
there augmented and unders- 
cored the need for ASU. This 
talented youth is ours and his 
statement demonstrated the 
necessity of nurturing our 
talented and sanctified youth 
from troubles of this world. We 
should at least prepare them to 
face the world.

The final ASU rally was con- 
ducted at the headquarters of 
the Church of God in Christ. 
Area twenty led the way in what 
has turned out to be the most 
successful financial ingathering 
our church has ever witnessed. 
The area chairman for rally 
twenty was Bishop T. T. Scott. 
He lead the seven jurisdictions 
which composed area twenty to 
the top. The largest sum of 
money was reported there. Of 
course Bishop Scott had a great 
team player in the form of our 
presiding bishop. The efforts of 
Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 


THE 
OTHER SIDE 
OF THE FAST

One of the most intriguing and 
unique qualities of the Bible is 
the fact that no matter how 
many times it is read, there will 
always be something fresh, new, 
and not-before-discovered for the 
reader. The number of witnesses 
to this fact are astronomical. 
However, there are times when 
the theological community may 
declare a verse or passage of the 
Holy Scripture as “set”, and 
undefineable in any other con- 
text, and our minds come to 
accept the piece as having only 
one interpretation. Such a por- 
tion of scripture is the fifty-eight 
chapter of the book of* Isaiah. 
This has become for many the 
chapter on fasting. But, as we 
take a glance at the historical 
context of that chapter, we find 
more than the exhortation to and 
benefits of the fast. 


First, this message was a severe 
one: “Cry aloud and spare not.” 
God was saying, “‘Alright, 
Isaiah, let ‘em have it!’ The 
Israelites had been committing 
every sin in the book, and still 
attempted to maintain religious 
practices. God’s anger was 
increasing. They worshipped 
false gods, mistreated the 
stranger, placed heavy burdens 
on workers and servants, neg- 
lected the orphan and the 
widow. Yet, again, they con- 
tinued to fast and pray and 
expected God to honor their 
petitions. They expected protec- 
tion from their enemies, and 
inspite of past experiences and 
judgments, felt they could con- 
tinue this raunchy lifestyle with 
no consequences. 


Even in the midst of the actual 
religious practice of fasting, 
there was not an attitude of 
repentance and no move toward 
holiness which would make God 
acknowledge the fast, and move 
on their behalf. Their fasting 
was based on pure selfish mot- 
ivation (58:4). In contrast, God 
declares the acceptable fast 
(58:5). 


In verse six, we find the most 
often quoted verse of this scrip- 
ture passage. Let’s ask ourselves 
if this verse really stands alone, 
or if it is the companion scrip- 
ture of verses five and seven. 
Let’s consider that rather than 
a list of things a fast should 
accomplish, that what we have 
are the requisites of a true fast. 
Rather than “Turn down the 
plate,” turn down the ways of 
wickedness both individually 
and nationally. The rejection of 
food on a fast is only symbolic 
of the turning away from any- 
thing which hinders entrance 
into the close presence of our 
Lord. 


In verse five, we find God ques- 
tioning the present fast system: 
self abasement, looking pitiful, 
sitting and laying on sackcloth 
and ashes. These things 
appeared to be done more for a 
public show of religiosity, rather 


than truly seeking quality time 
with the Lord. However, in 
verses six and seven, God pres- 
ents His idea of a fast: that the 
people should get rid of, turn 
away from, turn down the 
wickedness which has per- 
meated the national lifestyle. 

This meant stopping pagan 
worship, leaders were to stop 
burdening and oppressing the 
people, and treating workers and 
servants fairly and according to 
the law. They had oppressed 
each other and the land, which 
had not enjoyed the seventh year 
sabbath rest for a long time. At 
the time of the sabbath rest and 
jubilee servants were not freed, 
and workers were not given the 
rest they were suppose to have. 
God further explains His fast. 
Give to the hungry. Bring those 
who are without under your care 
and provision. Clothe the naked. 
Above all, take care of your own 
flesh and blood. Parents were 
often left to fend for themselves 
rather than find security in 
being cared for by their children 
in their old age. Parents of young 
children would often sell them 
into bondage to pay debt, with 
no intention of redeeming them. 
God’s fast required more than 
denying one’s self the pleasure 
of eating: it required the denial 
of one’s self, and looking to the 
needs of others. 


Verses eight through fourteen 
laude the rewards of the fast 
that God prefers before the 
natural religious fast the people 
had been involved in: health; 
righteousness; the glory of the 
Lord as protection; provision and 
total satisfaction by the Lord; 
and, being exalted to the position 
of repairer and restorer as 
opposed to destroyer and thief. 


We who delight in fastings often, 
do we limit it to the natural, 
sitting in sackcloth and ashes, 
head hung low? Or, are we living 
the lifestyle fast which God has 
proclaimed is acceptable, and 
serves as the base for the natural 
fast? Are we burdening, oppress- 
ing, yoking turning away the 
truly needy, blessing the naked 
who remain naked, turning 
away from our own flesh and 
blood on the pretense of our 
religious commitment? Yet, on 
the otherhand, we, while doing 
these things delight in fasting 
and approaching God, and 
indeed expect Him to answer and 
move speedily. Let us sit down 
with the Word, and consider the 
other side of the fast.

Bishop J. Neaul Haynes was the 
recipient of an Honorary Doctor 
of Laws Degree May 19, 1986, 
at Texas College during their 
regular Commencement Exer- 
cises. The presentation was 
made by Dr. Joyce Bowie, 
member of the faculty. The 
degree conferral was made by 
Dr. David H. Johnson, president 
of Texas College. 


A Valedictorian of the Class of 
1949, Fred Moore High School, 
Denton, Texas.

“Your son is severely brain 
damaged. The X Rays show that 
his brain is only the size of a 
walnut. I’m afraid he'll be a 
vegetable for the rest of his life.” 


The doctor’s words were devas- 
tating to me and my husband 
that summer in 1977. Our son, 
Terry was only three months old 
when his head began to enlarge. 
At first doctors suspected a 
brain tumor, but X Rays turned 
up nothing. Surgery was per- 
formed to relieve the pressure on 
his brain. A CAT scan was taken 
and that’s when the doctor 
called my husband and me in for 
the heart-breaking diagnosis: 
Terry had hydrocephalus, and 
the buildup of fluid in his head 
had severely damaged his brain 
cells. 


For weeks after talking to the 
doctor, I wondered why God had 
given me a son and made him 
to be like this. Then one day it 
crossed my mind that every good 
and perfect gift comes from God 
(James 1:17). I realized right 
away that Terry’s condition was 
not good and surely not perfect, 
so it had to come from the devil. 


Then I also realized that what 
I needed was a miracle because 
medical science could give me no 
hope for my son. I was also 
having a battle with my husband 
because he was blaming me for 
the problem and I was blaming 
him. Neither one of us knew 
where to turn. 


One day as I listened to the radio, 
I heard an announcement about 
a convention that was being held 
at Lakewood Church in Hous- 
ton. I decided to attend. As I 
attended several times, Pastor 
Osteen preached a sermon about 
searching the Bible until you 
find the place where God talks 
about your situation. He talked 
about how everything you need 
is in God’s Word and once you 
find your scripture you can 
stand on it and receive your 
miracle. I went home and 
decided to search through the 
Bible until I found my scripture. 
I started looking in the New 
Testament first because it’s 
shorter than the Old Testament. 
After three days I found my 
scripture. It was John 9:1-3. The 
disciples saw a man who was 
born blind, and they asked Jesus 
who had sinned, the man or his

parents, that he was born blind. 
Jesus said that neither the man 
nor his parents had sinned but 
that it happened so he could be 
healed and God would be 
glorified. 


When I read this I got so excited 
I read it again. Then I went to 
my husband and asked him to 
forgive me because I had been 
blaming him for Terry’s 
condition. 


Now, I was lined up for a mir- 
acle, but I didn’t know how to 
pray since I had never prayed for 
anything like this before. I told 
Jesus that I didn’t know what 
to pray for now that I had my 
scripture, and I asked Him to 
help me. In my spirit I heard the 
voice of the Lord say, “Pray that 
Terry will have the mind of 
Christ.” 


I thought, yes, that’s a good 
prayer, because if he is like 
Christ, Terry will have a good 
mind. 


By this time, Terry looked 
retarded and people had started 
talking about him, so I didn’t 
take him very many places. 
Every day I read John 9:1-3, 
morning and night, and I laid my 
hands on him and confessed that 
he had the mind of Christ. All 
day as I worked, I confessed that 
he would receive a miracle of 
healing. 


Then the Lord led me to get a 
baby book that outlined the 
development of a normal baby. 
The book told when a baby 
normally starts crawling, sitting 
up, turning his head, standing 
up, walking, etc. I began com- 
manding Terry’s body to start 
doing these things and he 
started doing what the book said 
he should do. 


By the time of the next visit to 
his neurologist, he was walking. 
The neurologist couldn’t under- 
stand how that could be. He 
questioned how Terry could be 
walking when he didn’t have a 
brain to tell his body what to do. 


Terry kept progressing in intel- 
ligence and motor skills, 
although each trip to the neu- 
rologist showed no changes in 
Terry’s brain. In 1979, the neu- 
rologist wanted to operate on 
him. After a second opinion from 
another neurologist, surgery 
was turned down. A few months 
later, another X Ray was taken 
of Terry’s brain, and that’s

when the miracle was manif- 
ested. The new X Ray showed 
a completely normal brain. 


I left the doctor’s office telling 
everyone that Jesus is the Healer 
who is still in the healing 
business. 


Terry is now eight years old and 
in the third grade. He scores 
above average on the Stanford 
Achievement Test. He is an 
above average student. His 
hobby is reading and he visits 
the library at least twice a week 
to check out books. 


I thank and praise God for the 
wonderful miracle he has given 
us. All glory goes to Him, for 
without His Son I would have 
a retarded son today. 


VALUE OF 
SOLITUDE

To bring solitude into our lives, 
which is simply the state of 
being alone, is a most necessary 
but often difficult discipline. 
Even though we may havea deep 
desire for real solitude we can 
also experience a certain appre- 
hension as we approach that 
solitary place and time. As soon 
as we are alone, without people 
to talk with, books to read, TV 
to watch or phone calls to make, 
an inner chaos opens up in us. 
This chaos can be disturbing 
and even confusing that we 
want to get busy again. 


Entering into our secret closet 
and shutting the door does not 
mean that we immediately shut 
out all our inner doubts, anxie- 
ties, negative memories, _unre- 
solved conflicts and impulsive 
desires. On the contrary when 
we remove outer distractions we 
find that inner distractions 
manifest themselves to us in full 
force. There are times that the 
confrontation can be too painful 
to endure. That is why the 
discipline of solitude becomes all 
the more important. 


Solitude is not a spontaneous 
response to an occupied and 
preoccupied life. There are two 
many reasons not to be alone. 
We must begin by carefully 
planning some solitude. Five or 
ten minutes is a good start. After 
a few weeks you can extend the 
time to an hour or two. 


Our spiritual life will go lacking 
if we do not designate and allow 
solitude in our life. As we empty 
ourselves of our worries, we 
come to know not only with our 
mind but also with our heart 
that we never were really alone, 
that God’s presence was with us 
all along. 


In solitude we come to know 
clearly, the voice of the Lord. 
The discipline of solitude is a 
powerful tool in developing a 
feverent prayerful life. It is a 
simple, though not easy way to 
free us from our preoccupations. 
We can begin to hear the voice 
that makes all things new. 


Although the discipline of soli- 
tude asks us to set aside time 
and space, what finally matters 
is that our hearts become like 
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THE YOUNG 
AND 
THE RESTLESS

The title of this article has no 
reference to the television soap 
opera by the same name. Nor 
does it have reference to this 
untoward generation of youth, 
although the unsaved youth of 
this day may be characterized as 
young and restless. But, this 
article is referring to a corps of 
ordinary, but then again, not so 
ordinary, saved, Spirit-filled 
young adults. 


They are restless. But, the 
restlessness they are experienc- 
ing is not that which is typically 
characterized by youth. This 
restlessness is not that fleshly 
sort with its accompanying 
impatience and impudence. No, 
this restlessness is a spiritual 
restlessness. It is a restlessness 
of the spirit. It is a divine 
restlessness, a restlessness 
caused by God Himself. 


Are you one of the young and 
restless? If you are, you probably 
experience the following: You 
cannot be at rest with the status 
quo or the ‘“‘same ole, same ole.” 
You are weary of that which 
lacks of efficiency, effectiveness 
and overall excellence. You are 
tired of going around in circles; 
of there being no sense of pur- 
pose, goals, objectives or definite 
direction; of there being no 
measurable results or visible 
sign of progress. You are R-E-S- 
T-L-E-S-S! 


If you can identify with this, 
then don’t despair. You are not 
alone. There are others like you. 
As a matter of fact, there is a 
biblical character who found 
himself in the same predica- 
ment. His name is Elihu. Let’s 
take a look at this restless young 
man and try to get some clues 
as to how the young and restless 
of today can cope with their own 
sense of inner restlessness. 


Let’s, first of all, deal with the 
context of Elihu’s restlessness. 
The suffering of Job provides us 
with the context. You, no doubt, 
are familiar with the story of 
how Job suffered the loss of his 
oxen, donkeys, sheep, camels, 
servants and children (Job 1:13- 
19). He eventually suffered the 
loss of his physical health Job 
22h): 


Perhaps your restlessness is 
being experienced in a similar 
context of suffering. You could 
be restless in a situation where 
people are suffering. It could be 
hellbound sinners that are suf- 
fering. It could be heavenbound 
saints that are suffering. Maybe 
you attend a local church that’s 


quiet cells where God can dwell 
wherever we go and whatever 
we do. The more we train our- 
selves to spend time with God 
and Him alone, the more we will 
discover that God is with us at 
all times in all places. The word 
of God is awakened in our hearts 
that “We Can Do All Things 
Through Christ Which Streng- 
thens Us.” 


suffering. Maybe you are 
involved in a ministry, depart- 
ment, auxiliary or some other 
organization that’s suffering. 


No human person likes to see 
others suffer. You don’t like to 
see worthwhile causes suffer. 
And you don’t care to witness 
it, let alone experience it, no 
matter what shape or form it 
takes; be it physical, mental, 
spiritual, financial, social, 
numerical, etc. Yet it is in this 
context that restlessness is often 
felt. 


How did Elihu handle his res- 
tlessness? He got angry. He got 
angry with Job because he went 
to justifying himself rather than 
letting God do it (Job 32:2; Rom. 
8:33). He got angry with Job’s 
friends because they didn’t have 
any answers (Job 32:3, 5). 
Instead of comforting Job, they 
condemned him (Job 32:3). 


Have you ever felt this way? 
Restlessness is sometimes 
expressed through anger. You 
may get angry because suffering 
sinners have the nerve to justify 
themselves or think that ever- 
ything is alright when it’s not 
alright. You may get angry with 
suffering saints because they get 
a spiritual superiority complex 
and go to talking about how 
saved and sanctified they are. 
You may get angry with a suf- 
fering church because it prides 
itself on the nonessentials while 
neglecting the essentials. 


You may even get angry with the 
so-called members and friends of 
the church because they don’t 
have any serious answers for 
suffering humanity. They don’t 
even have answers for that 
which suffers in their own 
congregation. Yet, they too, 
condemn, knock, or put down 
people, programs, policies, proce- 
dures, etc. 


It’s enough to make you say or 
do something regretable. But, 
the Bible prohibits it. “Be ye 
angry, but sin not” (Eph. 4:26). 
Herein is a key to handling your 
restlessness. Refrain from allow- 
ing your anger get the best of 
you. Elihu’s wrath did not get 
out of control and cause him to 
speak or act in haste. As a matter 
of fact, Elihu waited. ‘““Now 
Elihu had waited till Job had 
spoken, because they were elder 
than he” (Job 32:4). 


He waited out of fear: “And 
Elihu the son of Barachel the 
Buzite answered and said, I am 
young, and ye are very old, 
wherefore I was afraid, and 
durst not show you mine opinion 
(Job 32:6). He waited out of 
respect for age: “I said, Days 
should speak, and multitude of 
years should teach wisdom” (Job 
32:7). He waited out of curiosity 
to hear what they had to say:

I thank God for Jesus and I have 
a testimony that I would like to 
share with the whole world, 
about how I believed and had 
faith that God would heal my 
body after 66 years of sickness. 


I was born with asthma and I 
went all over the country to 
medical centers trying to get 
healed. A sister in the church 
told me if I did what God told 
me, he would heal me of the 
asthma. 


The instructions were to get 
some olive oil and let the Pastor 
pray over it. I took three bottles 
of oil which had been prayed 
over. I took about two and two- 
thirds bottles and the Lord spoke 
to me and said “‘take all of the 
third bottle and you shall be 
healed.” 


The Lord guided me to the doctor 
to verify that God had done what 
he said he would do. Thanks be 
to God, he could find no signs 
or symptoms of asthma. 


After three years I became ill, 
so ill that I could not pray. I was 
at Wednesday night prayer ser- 


vice at the altar when this 
sickness attacked me. I knew 
God had healed me of asthma 
and I was sure that he could heal 
me again. 


To find out what my sickness 
was this time, I went to a 
medical clinic to have X-rays. 
The doctor gave me a skin test 
and determined that I had TB. 
I was taken to another hospital 


-and given about twenty X-rays 


in one day. I was placed in 
isolation. 

The Saints of God prayed and 
I prayed that God would heal me 
again.

I knew they could not 
see anything, but Jesus was in 
there and had come and done the 
work on my body. 


The doctors were so surprised 
that they asked me what church 
did I attend. I told them Holiness. 
In reply he told me to pray for 
him. 


Thank God for his divine healing 
power. If you want healing, 
believe and have faith and God 
will do a job for you.

For many years I suffered with 
a thyroid condition of which I 
was healed in February, 1982. I 
was on medication for years. I 
had an operation for it, but 
afterwards I was still constantly 
going to the doctor for this same 
condition, of which it was to no 
avail. One day, I was told by the 
doctor that the medicine that I 
was taking was not doing any 
good. He explained to me that 
when you take medication for so 
long, your body becomes 
immune to it and it does you no 
good at all. I was also told by 
the doctor that I could be given 
a stronger medicine, but was 
thoroughly warned that it could 
cause cancer. He wrote out a 
prescription and gave it to me, 
but by faith I threw it in the 
trash can, and walked out of the 
doctor’s office and began to 
believe God for my healing. 
(Praise God.) 


It was brought to my remem- 
brance concerning a sister that 
was testifying of how she was 
healed of the same condition 
(thyroid), while singing in the 
choir. Oh, how that increased 
my faith. That is why it is so 
important to tell your testimony 
to the glory of God.

I was in the hospital for several 
weeks. To be exact, it was 25 
days. After approximately a 
week there, I was told by the 
treating doctor that I was not 
responding to medicine. He 
didn’t know what to do, except 
to let a Specialist see me. They 
began to monitor my heart. That 
evening the Saints of the “Most 
High God” came by. I was told 
by them that the Lord had put 
me on their hearts and they had 
already given a week’s fasting 
and praying for me. James 5:16 
states: The effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man avai- 
leth much.

Deacon Brown was appointed 
Sunday School Superintendent 
after Brother Grandy had served 
five or six years.

The nine children and sister-in- 
law, Pearl, were reared in the 
early days of Sunday school, 
which was a tremendous inspi- 
ration and influence down in 
Lincoln Way for the members’ 
children, as well as the whole 
community. 


Deacon Brown served as chair- 
man of the Deacon Board 40 or 
45 years until his health began 
to fail during the pastorate of 
Elder Alexander McLean. He 
was a kind, outstanding, 
thoughtful, wise, loving, God- 
fearing, saint of God, who is 
loved by the community, senior 
citizens, male and female, young

Deacon Brown had been married 
three times.
